We believe the adoption of the proposal to establish a 
* federal department of education is but the first step in the 
total abolition of any local control over public schools. 
We 
do not believe a national department of education will mean 
better schools though it will probably mean better paid 
teachers and a big advance in the per capita cost of education. 
Neither of these matters, however, are important. 
The 
important thing as we see it is the earnest and persistent 
effort to standardize the schools of America and take them 
entirely out from the hands of local influences. 
We have 
never believed in long range government. 
We do not believe 
that the federal government ought to do the thing which 
the state, county or local entity can do for itself. 
Adding 
the schools of the country to the national government system 
of adminstration, means the addition of several thousand fed­ 
eral employes. 
The number of persons now* engaged as federal employes 
is a menace to free government. 
We are not so strongly in 
1 favor of state rights that we are unwilling to grant to the 
federal government powers and rights to do the thing which 
thefederal government can do better, but we do riot believe 
the federal government can handle the educational system of 
Okmulgee county as well as can the citizens of Okmulgee, 
whose children are to be educated.—Okmulgee Democrat,

CHICAGO, April 30.—Gen. Julian 
Carr, former commander-in-chief of 
the United 
Confederate 
Veterans 
and prominent in banking and rail­ 
road circles in his home town of 
Durham, North Carolina, died here 
last night. 
Julian S. Carr, while holding the 
rank of general in the Confederate 
Veterans organization, never was an 
officer in the Confederate army. He 
left his studies at the University of 
North Carolina when IO years old 
to Join the army of Northern Vir­ 
ginia and served throughout the war 
as a private in Hampton’s Corps. 
General Carr returned to North 
Carolina after the war and purchas­ 
ed for $4,000 a one-third interest in 
the Blackwell Durham Tobacco Co. 
manufacturers of smoking tobacco. 
He became financial manager of the 
business which finally was sold to 
the American Tobacco Company for 
several million dollars. His business 
interests were varied. He was pres­ 
ident of the First National Bank of 
Durham aud had part in the man­ 
agement of scores of other indus­ 
tries. 
Although he never held political 
office. General Carr was a delegate- 
at-large to 14 Democratic National 
Conventions. 
He declined the nom­ 
ination for governor in 1896 and 
received 14 votes for the vi?e pres­ 
idential nomination at 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic National Convention in 1900. 
During 
the same year he 
wa# a 
candidate for United 
States Sen­ 
ator but withdrew in favor of Sen­ 
ator Furnifold \J. Simmons. 
General Carr gave freely of his 
time and money to educational and 
philanthropic causes, particularly to 
schools and colleges of 
his 
own 
state. Trinity College at Durham 
owes much of Its growth to his in­ 
fluence. 
It is said of General Carr that 
during the war with Spain he paid 
the bills for families of every Dur­ 
ham soldier who needed assistance. 
During 
the world war he was an 
assistant in 
the office of Herbert 
Hoover in administering the food 
conservation program. 
^General Carr was a conspicuous 
figure at Confederate reunions. He 
was made Major-General 
of 
the 
North Carolina division when the 
United Confederate Veterans Associ­ 
ation was organized and held that 
office until the reunion 
of 
1921 
when he was elected commander-in- 
chief of the veterans. 
General Carr was a son of John 
Wesley and Elizabeth Pannill Carr 
and was born at Chapel HIU, X. C.. 
Oct. 12, 1845. He was married to 
Miss 
Nannie Graham 
Parrish, 
of 
Orange County, N. C., in 1873. Six 
children were born, 
Eliza 
More­ 
head, Lalla Rookh, Julian S. Carr, 
Jr.. Albert Marvin, Claiborne Mc­ 
Dowell and Austin Heaton Carr.

been prepared by Edwin Neville, the 
American member on the Committee 
of Experts of the League of Na­ 
tions, and adopted by the coml titter 
to be submitted at the t piuui Con 
ference whish will meet in Geneva 
next November. The Neville plan 
will be given tim* support of the 
English delegates to the convention, 
particularly the sections which af­ 
fect countries bordering on India 
whose 
commerce 
is carried 
on 
through Indian ports. 
• 
The Neville plan would restrict 
the production of the opium poppy 
and the coca leaf plant in countries 
where it is not known at the pres 
eat time. Since the cultivation of 
the plants is now a large sour ce of 
revenue to certain governments, it 
has been found impossible to effect 
the complete eradication 
of 
the 
plant at present. The Neville pro­ 
gram, 
however, suggests that 
no 
state in the future be allowed to ob 
fain greater 
revenue 
from 
this 
source than is necessary to cover 
the expenses involved in controll­ 
ing the narcotic traffic. 
This is 
admittedly 
a 
difficult 
problem, since, for 
instance, 
the 
Persian government is reported to 
obtain one third of its revenue from 
the production of opium. The con­ 
ference will have to consider the 
Introduction of 
alternative

such as silk and cotton. 
Furtherm ore, special clauses will

The recent heavy downpour has 
again reminded us of the serious­ 
ness of the problem presented by 
the erosion of our soils. 
We can­ 
not hope to make our fields pro­ 
duce profitable crops when we allow* 
them to be continually robbed of 
their 
fertility 
and 
their 
surface 
lives with gullies w*ork cultivation 
expensive. 
Clay soils such as we have in 
this county are those that wash 
more easily yet in such soils when 
handled 
properly 
produce 
most 
abundantly. 
Soil washing can be stopped if 
th** problem is attacked with enough 
intelligence and determination. 
It 
may not be accomplished in a week 
or a year but may take a period of 
years to lestore conditions such as 
will stop this loss, for some one 
has seriously blundered in manag­ 
ing his soils if he finds his fields 
washing away. 
But what is the remedy? No! any 
one thing but several forces and 
agencies 
must be 
used 
to 
bring 
about a cure. 
Just as one w*ho 
is seriously iii does not depead on 
fresh air or proper diet o‘* an> 
other single thing to make biri well 
but on col ibined results of proper 
care, diet, medicine, 
etc. 
Neither 
can the farmer terrace his land and 
expect it alone to solve his problem 
The forces of the elements are too 
great. 
What combination of forces will 
It take to hold our soils? 
They are 
(a) Put in grass, the steeper hill­ 
sides. 
( b) Terrace the gentler lopes. 
(c) Increase the humus content 
of your soil by plowing under plant 
refuse. 
(d> 
Grow deep 
rooted legumes 
such as sweet clover, every third 
or fourth year. 
(e) 
Practice 
a regular rotation 
of crops in which is included at 
least one legume. 
(f) 
Plow* 
deeply 
in 
fall 
such 
fields 
as will be planted in row 
crops. 
(g) Keep more live stock and 
feed the crops raised to produce 
more 
manure 
to 
spread on 
the 
fields.
